laughing and everybody happy. 
Enterprising street veodors took 
their stock in trade up the hill 
and occupied. vastage points 
every fow yards. The refresb- 
ment offered was various. Al 
kinds of cakes were exposed for 
sale and fruit galore. Neatly 
chopped sugar cane wee 
tamptingly displayed in smal! 
rows, and ‘other vendors did 
brisk business with bright- 
ly colonred mineral | waters, 
the botthl-s~<placad in serried 
tanks by the side of the marrow 
road. “The world aod bis wife ~ 
went ap the Peak yesterday. 
Probably more people walked up 
the hill that day than in all the’ 
rest of the days of the year put 
together, and one had to pot up

Around the flag staff was like

the European amusements. It 
was highday and holiday for 
tbe kiddies, and their masical 
efforts on “squeakers” sold by 
some enterprising hawker gaves 
real bank koliday touch to the 
scene.

This was one of the possibilities 
suggested by Sanatore Marconi 
in degoribing new inventions and 
important improvements in wire- 
less apparatus at the snonoual 
meeting of the Marconi Company 
at the Connaught Rooms, London. 

Considerable progress bad taken 
place in regard to wireless tele~ 
phony, be said, and-he had no 
doubt that this new method of 
communication might be profit- 
ably utilised at once as a reliable 
system between a great nomber 
of places, besides for communica- 
tian with ships at ses. 

AEROPLANE ‘PHONES. . 

In the perfecting of wireless 
telephones grest progress had 
been made, and the whole of the 
British aeroplanes flying on the 
London-Paris route hed been . 
equipped with the Marconi - 
system. The system had reach- 
ed such a stage of efficiency that . 
a pilot of an aeroplane could 
operate it with certainty covering 
ranges of 200 miles. . 

Subject to satisfactory arrange- 
ments with the Post Office, they 
hoped in’ the near future to create 
telephonic sarvices with several 
foreign countries. - .

“RUSSIAN FAMINE RELIEF FUND. 


. . London, Oct. 8. 

Kemlosy, the representative of the Russian Famine Relief Fund 
in London, has annoanced the appointment of a British commissioner: 
who will co-operate with Dr. Nansen and Korilosy. He did not dis- 
close the name which he declared to be of’such eminence that the 
question of guarantees will be no more considered. 

. The Brussels Conference. 
: Brussels, Oct. 3. 

Delegates to the International Conference on Russian Famine: 
Relief emphasised the importance cf obtaining roaterial and moral, 
guarantees from ,Rassia in return for Government credits. The 
delegates emphasised that political considerations must be entirely 
swept aside, the primary consideration being humanitarian. They 
unanimously agreed that the Conference did not intend to foist any 
particular form of government upon Russia. There could be no 
question of interference in Russian internal affairs. The delegates 
are discussing four resolutions. The first relates to the reconstruc- 
tion of former Russian debts by the Soviet, the second to the despatch 
‘of immediate relief to Russia, the third to the despatch of a com- 
mission of inquiry and the fourth to the question of saving Russian 
children. . . .

Unlimited Exploitation. 

Dr. Hodgkin proceeded topcintont 
the three dangers to international 
life which the League of Nations 
was certain to meet and where 
something. more than the Leasue 
of Nations was yet required. The 
first was the danger of unlimited 
exploitation. He used the word 
exploitation in the sense of men 
using other men, or thinking of 
using other men, merely as a 
means to their own enrichment or 
to their own advantage. Wherever 
& man was used by another for 
some purpose which neglected 
that ran as an end in himself, as 
worthy of respect and the utmost 
consideration, he was used in a 
way which theChristianideal claim- 
ed to be fundamentally wrong, and 
where they did things which were 
fondamentally wrong they were in 
danger of breaking up human 
society. Exploitation, so far as it 
affected national life, was exploita- 
tion of the weaker or backward 
vaces by the stronger races. 


« Sectionalism. 

The secohd direction in which it 
seemed to him there was a danger 
in our international life was 
sectionalism. Mr. " Chamberlain 
sometime before the Boer War 
asked the people to think imperial. 
ly. Dr. Hodgkin wondered if the 
time had not come now to begin
